Thirty-two of the assembled 66 
ships each fired a Presidential sa- 
lute of 21 guns as the Houston 
drew near—a total of 672 blank 
shots, all from 3-inch guns. 

Coast guard patrols cleared the 
middle harbor of all traffic for the 
review period. Thousands of per- 
sons stood along the piers § and 
climbed to the roofs of waterfront 
buildings to witness the spectacle. 

Ferry boats were stopped near 
the bay bridge, a short distance 
north of the review area, and

WILEY POST’S FLIGHT 
LAUDED BY HUGHES 


NEW YORK, July 14.—(4)— 
Howard Hughes, just back from 
an historic flight around the 
world, declined today to put his 
achievement in the same class 
with that of the late Wiley Post, 
who circled the world solo in 
1933, and said Post’s was “the 
most remarkable job of flying 
ever done.” 

“IT believe,” said Hughes, 
“Wiley Post’s achievement of 
flying solo around the world 
was the most remarkable job of 
flying ever done and, probably, 
that ever will be done.” 

“I can’t imagine how he did 
it. It is tough enough with 
modern instruments, and alone 
appears almost impossible, What 
Post did was something like 
sawing a woman in two or pull- 
ing a rabbit out of a hat. Some 
people believe that there have 
been other flights which were 
more important, but air pilots 
know that Wiley Post’s feat was 
the greatest.”

THE SOAP BOX DERBY 

The time is almost here when mechanically 
inclined young Atlanta will compete in the an- 
nual Soap Box Derby. This event has become 
the outstanding summer occasion for hundreds 
of boys and girls in the city. It is a test of 
ingenuity, a test of building ability and a test 
of good sportsmanship, It keeps alive the spirit 
of American boyhood that has inspired the 
manhood which, through all the years, has 
made this nation great. 

This year the Derby will be run on South 
Boulevard, a new location but one which the 
managers believe will be.even better than the 
former course on Northside drive. The road- 
way is wider. It is smooth and free from un- 
desirable hazard. There is ample space for 
Spectators and nearby areas where thousands of 
automobiles may be parked. 

The young contestants have, many of them, 
been working for weeks on their wheeled 
mounts for the race. Others, who have de- 
layed, are rushing last minute entries to com- 
pletian. 

The elimination races in other Georgia cities 
are already under way. Winners from these 
preliminary heats will take part in the Atlanta 
finals to decide the north Georgia winner, who 
will race in the national finals. For the na- 
tional champion there is a prize of a four-year 
course at any state university he chooses. For 
the Atlanta winners there are innumerable 
prizes, all vastly attractive to boyhood. Every

‘ boy who enters will come away with some 


tangible evidence of his initiative. 

But the greatest award of all, which goes to 
all the ‘participants and the spectators alike. is 
the thrill of the event. As the speedy little 
racers, propelled only by gravity, flash down 
the course at 30 or 40 miles an hour, as the 
youngsters cheer their favorites and older peo- 
ple shout themselves hoarse in encouragement, 


. there is thrill and a contagion about the affair 


unsurpassed. Added to the excitement of a top 
flight sporting event, is that lift of the spirit 
that always comes when witnessing the intense 
effort of youth, the determination and, win 
or lose, the good sportsmanship that is the 
heritage of clean boyhood. 

It is a great annual event, the Soap Box 
Derby, and those who have failed to witness 
one in the past cannot realize what they have

JUGOSLAVIA 

Across the Adriatic Sea from Italy lies Jugo- 
Slavia, whose enmity toward Italy has never 
cooled since Fiume and a number of near-by 
islands were forcibly taken during the “adjust- 
ments” following the World War. For a num- 
ber of years the militarists of Jugoslavia have 
made their fighting plans in direct relation to 
the day when they could call the Italians to 


‘ account. 


Mussolini, of course, is not unaware of this 
old feeling of enmity. For this reason, among 


others, he is greatly concerned over German 


‘ penetration of the Balkan area. 


The German 


‘advance into Jugoslavia has been particularly 


exasperating. They are gradually taking over 
the bulk of the trade. At the present time im- 
ports from Italy represent only 8.2 per cent 
of Jugoslavia’s purchases abroad against 42.7 
per cent from Germany. As to exports Italy 
gets only 9.4 per cent of the total against Ger- 
many’s 35.2 per cent. Jugoslavia’s chief exports 
are timber, cattle and wheat. commodities very 


. desirable to Italy, while Jugoslavia could con- 


veniently utilize textiles and synthetic fabrics 
from Italy. 

But it will be difficult for Italy to supplant 
Germany in the trade or other affections of 
the Jugoslavs. There will be no forgetting the 
“theft” of Fiume, that quick, illegal coup which 
the Italian government permitted in acquiring 
it and other land from Jugoslavia while peace- 
ful negotiations were actually in progress. And, 
as the German penetration of the Danube coun- 
try continues, other irritating developments will 
possibly come to fruition between the two na- 
tions, resulting in strained relations between 
the two great fascist allies.

PUBLIC AFFAIRS 

Once again leaders of progressive thought 
in Georgia meet to re-emphasize important pro- 
grams which must be followed if this state is 
to win back to the place in the economic sun 
which, by all rights of natural advantages and 
natural wealth, should be her’s. 

A three-day Institute of Public Affairs is in 
session at the University of Georgia, in Athens. 
At those sessions some of the most alert minds 
in Georgia are, one by one, focusing attention 
on the various facets of the state’s potential 
glory. 

It is not necessary that the things these 
speakers advocate be new. Nearly all of them 
have been urged, again and again and again, 
before. Yet it is necessary that there be no 
Slackening of the appeal, no lessening of ur- 
gency by those who preach these economic 
truths. 

For it is education, and education must, of 
necessity, be a slow process. Euclid once said 
“There is no other royal path which leads to 
geometry,” which is probably the origin of the 
popular adage, “there is no royal road to learn- 
ing.” 

The world has scarcely begun its slow and 
tedious struggle down that path to learning. 
Its footsteps are still faltering on the first 
hesitant strides. But, down the long vista, 
shines the bright goal of understanding for 
all men. 

The same is true of economic understanding 
by Georgians of their own state. Conservation 
of natural resources, intelligent, proper use of 
the land, development of industries, social just- 
ice and security are but a few of the goals that 
someday will be achieved. Here and there, to- 
day, are found individuals who have learned the 
lesson, on one subject or the other. 

Gradually, as the process of education goes 
on, these will be found in ever increasing num- 
ber, each with wider knowledge and under- 
standing of more problems. Thus will the state 
learn the path to economic glory. 

It is to help along that path where such 
meetings as that of the Institute of Public Af- 
fairs at Athens find their chief value. They em- 
phasize again the primary lessons that all Geor- 
gians must learn. 

The more frequently such gatherings are 
held and the more emphatically they can point 
the way of economic truth, the more rapidly 
will the state progress toward the goal. 


HUNGER AMIDST PLENTY 

The reports of Georgia products rotting in 
the fields because farmers lack a market for 
the produce of their land again, this year, 
illustrate the necessity of greater co-operation 
between the people of the rural areas and the, 
urban centers. While these farmers stand by 
helplessly as the fruits of their labor return to 
the ground that nurtured them, others are 
slowly starving, wracked by pellagra and the 
kindred ills of undernourishment. 

The economy is so poorly geared it cannot 
distribute the bounties of the earth the few 
miles necessary for the rescue of poverty. In 
a few scattered places in Georgia people have 
centered their community spirit to solve this 
problem as best they might. The results ob- 
tained have illustrated the value of the work. 
By the sacrifice of a little time and energy, 
Georgians have been able to stabilize the bal- 
ance between agriculture and business, both 
benefiting to a degree not foreseen when the 
work was started. 

The possibilities of this co-operation are 
boundless. In Atlanta thousands eke out a 
existence on relief funds. They do not have 
enough to eat. Their health cracks. Their am- 
bition dies. Unless something is done, and done 
quickly, they become the unemployables. Sim- 
ply because they do not have enough to eat. 
Others in more fortunate position may call 
them shiftless. But it is not necessary that this 
be the case. 

A new day is dawning for the south. If 
Georgia is to reap the full benefits, people of 
the state must look to the problems which can 
be solved only with the co-operation of all ele- 
ments of society. 

The job is a challenge to all leaders of men. 
With co-operation and education, a greater 
Georgia can be built. Without it, Georgia must 
stand still in the march of progress and de- 
velopment, the state economy slowly strangling 
in the noose of inertia.

IL DUCE TURNS THE ROME-BERLIN AXIS 
(From the Louisville Courier-Journal.) 


The fine Italian hand of Premier Mussolini 
may be seen in the pat on the back given Switzer- 
land by Italy and Germany for its action last 
May in freeing itself from future obligations to 
League of Nations’ sanctions and the promise 
made to respect the neutrality of the little Alpine 
republic. The memory of sanctions still rankles 
in the mind of Il Duce, and Swiss neutrality offers 
the last remaining buffer between the two totali- 
tarian states. The latest move of the Rome-Berlin 
axis is brought about, no doubt, by the Rome end. 

Germany’s annexation of Austria was both a 
surprise and a blow to Mussolini. Without con- 
sulting Il Duce, Der Fuehrer moved the borders of 
Germany to the Italian Tyrol. 

Switzerland comes under the expansionist 
aims of the Nazi leader. It has a large German 
population. German is one of the official lan- 
guages of the country. Since 1933 Nazi agitation 
has been widespread in the confederation. At no 
time during the last six centuries when the re- 
public has weathered the storms of European 
strife has it faced a greater potential menace than 
at present. The march of German nationalism, 
though headed toward Czechoslovakia, is directed 
also toward the Swiss Alps. The annexation of 
Austria left Switzerland in a particularly, perilous 
position. On two sides it was surrounded by Ger- 
many and Italy, united in the growing ideologi- 
cal conflict. More than two-thirds of its frontier 
borders on the countries united by the Rome- 
Berlin axis. 

Premier Mussolini is no more interested in 
the continuance of the Swiss republic than 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler, but he is vitally interested 
in the traditional neutrality of that republic. For- 
tunately that is one point of difference between 
the dictators, and to preserve the unity of the alli- 
ance the Nazi leader gives in to his Fascist ally.

I am asked to talk to you on 
the value of an aggressive editorial 
page. What do you mean, “ag- 
gressive’? Do you mean an edi- 
torial page that is attacking, as- 
saulting, hostile and offensive? 

Brann, the Iconoclast, was an 
aggressive editor of that type. He 
died of gunshot wounds at tie 
hands of an irate subscriber. Con- 
sider his end and be wise. 

On the other hand, there is the 
editorial that gets nowhere at all. 
I once worked for a man who as- 
signéd the same subject to two ed- 
itorial writers at the same time. 
I took one slant and by colleague 
took the other. Our views were 
exactly opposite to one another. 
But the boss took the forepart of 
my editorial and the hindpart of 
the other editorial, pasted them to- 
gether without any transitional or 
explanatory paragraph, and shot 
them up to the composing room. 
I have often wondered what the 
readers thought of that editorial. 
It was literally coming and going 
at the same time. I don‘t rec- 
ommend that type of editorial, 
either. 

But I think what you really 
want to know from me is whether 
the editorial page of the Dallas 
Journal loses circulation for the 
Dallas Journal. The answer is 
“yes”, Jack Estes, the circula- 
tion manager, used to say, “Ev- 
ery time I put on one subscriber 
for the Journal that fellow Lan- 
drum knoks two subscribers off.” 
I cannot tell you exactly how. many 
stops there were on account of 
the editorials, but there must have 


a good many letters from readers. 
Let me read you one that cames to

There is a pleasant fiction, handed down from one generation 
of Americans to another like some heroic saga of old, that every 
citizen of a free land is a king. 

As a theory, it does no violence to common sense. The free 
citizen, like the king, is subject to no man’s will; and like the king 
he can make the laws and policies of his country. 

But in practice the theory breaks down, due largely to man’s 
inability to appreciate things that cost him nothing or get excited 
about matters that affect him enly indirectly. . 

A king must think in national terms—must see his country and 
all it contains as a unit, and feel equal concern for the welfare of 
all departments. He cannot be provincial. : 

You cannot imagine an intelligent king building up one part of 
his realm by ruining another, or making laws to benefit one of his 
industries at the expense of another equally useful. 

If one of his manufacturing plants seemed to be charging too 
much for its product, he wouldn’t correct the situation by wasting 
millions to build a rival plant to ruin the other’s business. 

If he lived in New York city, he wouldn’t be indifferent to the 
problems of wheat farmers in Kansas, nor, if he lived in Nebraska, 
would he be indifferent to his need of a merchant marine and a 
fleet to protect his coastal cities. 

_ Any adult can get by as a citizen without feeling the slightest 
interest in anything beyond the borders of his state or his town, 
but he isn’t qualified to be a citizen of the nation. If he is a king, 
his realm is as narrow as his vision. é 
_ Whether we realize it or not, we are all bound together. If one 
is hurt, all are hurt. If the railroads go broke, the loss is felt by 
all who pay taxes or carry life insurance. If thousands wreck 
their cars, every car owner feels the hurt in higher insurance rates. 
If a dozen businesses fail, the loss is somehow and somewhere 
charged against the cost of doing business and added to the con- 
sumer’s bill. 

Helping one group by hurting another is childish, for the one 
helped will eventually share the hurt. |

Up a narrow little street there 
is a broken down old loft build- 
ing. It is three stories high and 
the stairs shake beneath you as 
you go up to the taird floor. There 
you find a long room where 200 
girls, their ages ranging from 16 
years upward, labor over purse- 
frames. The windows are covered 
with grime, not a breath of air

You don’t get to stay long and 
look, for you are hardly inside the 
door before a young fellow, his 
bare arms gleaming with sweat, 
comes up and asks you your busi- 
ness.

In some large cities 
the number of persons reported 
bitten runs from 20 to 50 per day, 
and the total in a single city may 
be as high as from 5,000 to 15,- 
000 in a year. 

Milkmen and _ postmen. are 
among those who suffer most from 
dog bites. Meter readers, garbage 
men and delivery men also have 
the same trouble. Children who 
“tegse” dogs are apt to be bitten.

The disease which “mad dogs” 
sometimes give to humans is call- 
ed “hydrophobia.” It is painful 
and deadly, but thanks to Louis 
Pasteur, it can be stopped before 


every person .treated with it—if 
used promptly. Out of 6,156 per- 
sons treated at the Pasteur in- 
stitute in Paris, during a 10-year 
period, only one died. 

Here are a few “dog bite” 
rules: 

Do not run away from a dog 
which is not chained. A dog can 
run faster than you can (not 
counting the dachshunds!) and if 
you run, the dog is likely to chase 
you. Albert Payson Terhune, wide- 
ly known writer about dogs, says, 
“Nineteen times out of 20, a fierce 
dog will not hurl itself on a 
stranger who stands calm and mo- 
tionless.” 

Owners of bad-tempered dogs 
should turn them over to the po- 
lice, or to a humane society. (If 
they only would!) 

If you are bitten, quickly put an 


The bite of any 


'flesh-eating animal is dangerous, 
| whether the animal has rabies or 


not. If there is any reason to sus- 
pect that the dog is “mad,” make 
sure it is quickly taken by the 
police so a rabies test can be 
made. It is well to report any 
dog bite to the police department.

Hot weather puts 
a dint in your appetite and you do 
not want those heavy, rich foods 
supplying too many calories to 
burn. You prefer the fruits and 
vegetables that are low in calories 
and high in vitamins, and you can 
help yourself freely to berries, 
melon, crisp salads of fruits or 
vegetables, corn on the cob, to- 
matoes, cucumbers—the entire list 
of the foods you like best. 

There is no restriction on any 
of these foods, even as to quan- 
tity. You couldn’t eat enough of 
them to prevent a loss of weight. 
But you can spoil everything by 
forgetting how many calories you 
get in butter, mayonnaise, cream 
and sugar, and by using too much 
salt and drinking quantities of 
water at the wrong time. 

Although they look so insignifi- 
cant, butter, mayonnaise and 
cream are fuel foods and should 
be restricted in hot weather. They 
easily supply as many calories as 
some of the heavy dishes you rec- 
ognize as fattening, heating and 
unfit for summer consumption. 
Without thinking, you may spread 
an excess of butter on “light” 
sandwiches, or garnish the salad 
with so much mayonnaise that 
several hundred calories are added 
to the day’s menu. Keep in mind 
that one pat of butter and one 
tablespoon of mayonnaise each 
contain 100 calories, and that just

TAKEOUT DOUBLES. 
While the takeout double is one 


of the oldest of contract bridge 
bidding conventions and one of 
the game’s best defensive weapons, 
the bid is thoroughly understood | 
by few players. | 

The purpose of the _ takeout 
double is to drive partner into his 
longest suit forcing partner 
to bid, even on a hand with which 
he would not ordinarily dream of 
bidding. 


Answer:

PENALTY PASS. 

When his longest suit is the suit 
bid by opponents, he may convert 
the takeout double into a penalty 
double by passing, provided the | 
suit is at least five long headed by 
at least a queen-jack. Otherwise he 
will bid some other four-card suit. 
Lacking any four-card suit, he 
| may still bid the lowest ranking 
'three-card suit in his hand and 
| wait for double to come out in his 
own biddable suit. 

PREFER MAJOR SUIT. 

In choosing between a four-card 
major headed by an honor-card 
and a five-card minor, the major 
is preferred as the shortest route 
to game. With a fair hand 
doubler’s partner may respond 
one notrump without a stopper in 
opponent’s suit because doubler is 
not expected to leave the contract 
at notrump or raise the notrump 
without holding a stopper in the 
adverse suit. 

When doubler is not interested 
in partner’s takeout he may name 
his own “escape” suit. With a fair 
fit he may let the. bid stand. If 
opponents continue to bid, 
doubler may pass. Some game 
contract will almost certainly be 
safe when doubler and partner 
are able to get together in a suit. 
A slam is seldom likely if the 
opening bid was a sound one.

IN FIELDING BUNT 


Examination Today; 
Lefty 1st Major Hurler 
To Win 14. 


BOSTON, July 14.—(4)—The 
once-mighty “fireball” arm of 
lanky Bob (Lefty) Grove lay limp 
tonight—and the career of one of 
baseball’s greatest pitchers await- 
ed a doctor’s diagnosis of a strange 
ailment that cut him down cn 
the mound today. 

Dr. Edward J. O’Brien, Red Sox 
team physician, said long diag- 
nosis and extensive X-rays ley 
ahead before he could determine 
whether the Red Sox would lose 
their 38-year-old star hurler. 

That veteran star was forced to 
quit the game in the fifth inning 
today when he gained his four- 


/ teenth victory of the season at the 


exepnse of the Detroit Tigers. 
NO PULSE. 

“There is no pulse in Grove’s 
left arm and he is unable to grip 
firmly with his hand,” Dr. O’Brien 
said. “I have never encountered 
a similar case but I judged from 
my initial examination that it was 
not a recurrence of the bicep mus- 
cle trouble he had back in 1934. 

“The fact that Grove has cir- 
culation in his arm and is not suf- 
fering any pain is encouraging. 
But we will not know just how 
serious the injury is until tomor- 
row, at least. He is being held 
at the hospital for observation and 
nothing definite will be known 
until after a thorough diagnosis 


_has been made and X-rays taken.” 


Grove was puffing on a cigar 
as he sprawled his lanky form on 
a hospital bed that he complained 
was much too short for his six 
feet, two and a half inches. He 
had his left arm, which for years
